Merchantmen.

Wasmixgrox, May b5.—Reports re-
ceived frotn Madnd this afternoon an-

nounced that Spain proposed to mass|

her entire fleet and strike one Bupreme
blow at the navy of the United States.
That some scheme has been in contem- |
plation by the Spanish naval authorities |
has been suspected for some time, and |
it has been the occasion of the most]
anxiety manifested by the navy depart-
ment during the past week or ten days.
Thus far the burean of naval intelli-
gence, upon which devolves the duty of
securing the data concerning the fore-
eign naval movements, has been nnable
to secure definite knowledge of the
movements of the principal vessels of
the Cadiz fleet. At last advices at least
two most formidable Spanish vessels
were reported to be undergoing exten-
give repsirs, and it i8 not certain they
have been completed, still the naysl
tactical board has every reason to be-
heve that & powerfal fleet is sailing
under the Spanieh flag and is headed n
the direction of Porto Rico. Reiterated
statements to the effect that a move-
ment ie contemplated against the cities
ol the North Atlauiic seaboard iz not
eredited by the naval board, but Secre-
tary long evidently takes some
stock in the story and this
gecounts for the movement of the
Columbia and Minneapolis with sev-
eral auxillary cruisers to points along
the New England eoast. This move-
ment was doe to the secretary alone,
aud was ordered in response to the fran.
tic appeals for protection which came
from Maseachuzetts “particularly, bat
also from Maine, Rhode lsland and
Connecticat to lesser degrees. Scouts
have been sent out guietly all over the
northern track of trans-Atlantic steam-
ers, und reports received from them are
empbatic in declaring that no Spanish
warspipe are anywhere between the
const defenses and banks of New Found-
1and tonight.

Dispatches from Halifax report that
heavy firing wae heard in the neighbor-
hood of Cape Race. Inquiry sl the
navy department developed the fact
(hat the SBan Frencieco and one or two
other veseels of our navy are sopposed
to be in the neighborhood, but that
there is no Spavcish man-of-war any-
where in view. It is therefore conclud-
ed that the firing was from the Awmeri-
can vessele. It was undoubtedly due to
an attack npon a Spanish merchantman;
but no information whatever has been
received of an engagement of any char-
acter near Cape Race.

It was learned officially this evening
that at least five more suoxilliary crois-
ers will be sent out witn quick-firing
guns ot gix-inch calibre. By the end of
the ‘weekjif Spain contemplates s grand
naval coup reports that it behooves
her officers to plece her fleets within

gun fire of America as rapidly as possi-
ble, as every day's delay adds to the
effectiveness of America’s fleet. In-
cluding battle ships, armored snd pro-
tected cruisers, torpedo boate, destroy-
ers and effective steamers of the Ameri-
can navy in and near the Atlantic coast
at the present time fs upward of 125,
While the most formidable eections of
this great fleet are massed near Havana,

Key West and Hampton Boads, many

of them are stretched oat along the
COneL,

The officers in the Atlantic squadron
are just a little jealons of Deweyv's fame,
and are aching to demonstrate that the
American navy is full of Deweye.

DASHING TEXAS
CAVALRY REGIMENT

It Will be Composed of Men From “All

Wasaingros, May 3.—Assistant Sec-
retarv Roosevelt will leave the gtate
department Friday and proceed at once
to Ban Antonio, Texas, where with
Colonel Wood, he will proceed to organ-
ize the first regiment of rough riders.

WILL BE SENT T0
THE PHILIPPINES

Five Thonsand Pacific Caast Volunteers
are Likely toBe Sent o the Sap-
port of Commodore Dewey
Vilhin Ten Days.

DETERMINED TO
HOLD THE ISLANDS

Secretary Loog Announces That the
Brave Commodore Will Be Promot-
ed to the Rank of Rear-Admiral-—
Supplies to Be Sent to the Asiatic
Squadru? at Once.

Wasmixcrox, May 3.—The cabinet
meeting today resulted in a decision to
await the report of Dewey and send him
the npumber of troops necessary to en-
force control of the Philippines. For
these purposes the Pacific coast troops
will be need, and it is expected that at
least fiye thousand will be en route
within ten daye. There does not seem
to be any donbt as to the goyernment’s
purpase to hold the islands pending s
final settlement with Spain, when they
will be nsed as collatéral to eecare pay-
ment to the United Statesof a war in-—
demnity.

High officials are of the opinion that
the powers will not seriously dispute our
right t6 make such a final disposition of
the 1slands as suite our purpose in the
enlorcement of war claims against
Bpain. In any event, this government
will be prepared to contest any point
raieed on this score.

Secretary Long say: Dewey will be

made acting admiral and afterward nom-
inated rear admiral. Deficiency esti-
matea to the amoont of $10,000,000 for
the purchase of supplies for the Asiatic
squadron have been prepared for sub-
misgion to congress.

Dewey, dae probably to the fact that
the Ménila eable has in gome way been
severed.

FIRED ON A
TORPEDO-BOAT

Fire Was Returned by the New York
and the Spaniards Flee.

Ky Wesr, May 3,—A regiment of
cavalry which has been patrolling the
Cuban coast for five miles west of Ha-
vana, fired on a torpodo-boat which was
steaming slong close to the shore, ves-
terday. The horsemen were cloge (o the
waters edge bot the shots went wide of
the mark. The Spanish kept peppering
away. A few volleys from the New
York from her 4-inch guns were fired
and two shots took effect. The Spanish
fled precipitatediy leaving & large num-
ber of dead and wonnded behind them.

Gunboat Wilmington Destroys a Spanisa
Fort Which Has Just Been
Built Near Cajimo.

RUIN WAS COMPLETE

A Body of Spanish Troops Scattered
and Demoralized by the Same Ves-
sel Near Jaruco Beach.

New Yorg, May 4.—A dispatch to the
World from Key West says:

The gunboat Wilmington early this
morning degtroved a Spanish  fort just
being finished about fonr miles east of
Cojima. The Wilimington also fired hta
troop of cavalry passing Jaruco. Two
men were seen to drop on the beach.

The Ericeson on Sunday saw a large
body of infantry passing eastward toward
Mantanzas on the beach. The Ericsson
Tollowed them for miles, but uveed no
guns. Later they noticed another large
body of infantry going eastward and
apparantly driving priconers before it.
The Ericeson ulso saw abootl 200 cavalry
and 300 infantry passing Jarnco beach
toward Matanzas. She signaled the
Wilmington, which fired ‘a =small gun
and then a fonr-inch shell. * Thovgh a
mile and a halfaway, two men could be
eeen to drop, and the cavalry and infan-
try dashed pell-mell into the bushes and
up the hill. There was a fine confusion
of horses, pack mules and cavalry and
infantry foruan instant. 3

The Ericsson yesterday discovered a
force of men building a fort near Cojima,
on the gécond of four or fiveemall hillsat
eome distance from the shore, All the af-
ternoon and night the Eriesson’s men
watched them at work. They made vut
58 cavalrymen guartered-in a plantation
bounse near the fort, and the Ericsson
ran acrogs the Wilmington and intormed
Captain Tood of that had been seen.
